HUNTERS’ BILL PRESENTED 


The dollar resident hunter’s license 
measure, drawn up by tbe State Game 
Commission, 
was presented 
in 
tbe 
House at Harrisburg by Kepresntative 
Walton, Lawrence. 
A fine of $20 is 
provided for hunters w ho go after game 
without a license. 
Pow*-salon of a gun in the woods I 
or fields or upon water, is to lie prima 
facie evidence that the tearer of tile 
gunner is hunting and he must display 
his license upon demand of the owner 
of the property on which he may Is*, 
under penalty of $25 fine for refusal 
to so display 
Licenses are to be is 
sued by county prof boundaries from 
books supplied for this 
purjsise 
by 
tbe Ik si rd of Game Commissioners, 
each pro tho notary for this service re 
ta m in g 13 cents from 
each license 
fee. 
Any officer of the law may arr**st 
violators of the act on view without 
a warrant and may also sieze all guns, 
dogs, 
decoys and 
other 
bunting 
paraphernalia and game which may 
at the time tie used by the violator. 
Resistance of arrest is to lie punish 
ed by a fine of $100. 
Tbe act give* 
the power of summary conviction to 
every magistrate,alderman and justice 
of the peace 
lf the prosecutor is any 
other than a salaried 
officer 
of 
the 
state be is to receive one half the fine 
or penalty collected, tbe remaining 
bait to lie turned into the game com­ 
mission.

The Erie Cemetery association has 
offered a reward of HODO for Infor­ 
m ation that would lead to the arrest 
und conviction of the grave robbers. 
An Investigation has indicated that 
the body had been taken from the 
casket before its removal from the 
mausoleum. P arts of the casket were 
found scattered over the floor of the 
vault. 
T he discovery of the opening of the 
tom b was made by two women who 
were walking through the cemetery. 
Immediately the police were notified, 
and after learning of the apparent In­ 
tentions of the thieves to return a 
police guard 
was established about 
th e tomb. They were not disturbed 
during the night, which streng hened 
the belief that the robbers are still 
about Erie and were frightened Into 
biding by the discovery of the crime. 
With the theory that the body m ar 
have fieen taken with the Idea of se­ 
curing ransom from the relatives, the 
railroad atations and freight offices in 
the city have been watched.
